COMPARISON OF 1939 WITH 1938 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 340 a table showing the relation of sales in 
July 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 1938. 
Index numbers! showing the relation of certain sales 
in July 1939 to average daily sales in 1937 are given in 
a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of July 1939 with those at the same date in 
1938 A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the collaborating co-operative societies in 
particular do not report stocks at present, nor do they 
all report employment. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller 
individual retailer. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


Mernop or Apsgustinc Non-CoMpaARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results, it should be remembered

that retailers use a variety{ of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1939 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which sell- 
ing took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1938 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with 1939 so 
far as length of period is concerned. The number of 
selling days in the calendar month of July was iden- 
tical in both years, and accordingly corrections for 
differences in length of period were necessary on very 
few of the schedules. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED oR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in 
the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing 
as a general expansion of sales in any district move- 
ments which are not representative of average operat- 
ing results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
only for the month in the current year but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements

recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparison will be with a period of expanding sales 
the published statistics will have a favourable bias. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH TWELVE MontTHS EARLIER 


July.—The money value of daily sales reported for 
July was 12 per cent. higher in 1939 than in 1938; this 
vas somewhat smaller than the average increase for 
the preceding five months (2:1 per cent.), No allow- 
ance for differences in date of public holidays need be 
made when considering the July figures, and the effect 
of variations in the opening dates of the half-yearly 
sales is not likely to affect comparisons seriously. In- 
ceased sales were recorded for all districts except 
Central and West-End London, which showed a fall 
of 77 per cent. The rise was greatest in the Midlands 
and South Wales (3:7 per cent.), and also exceeded 
3 per cent. in Scotland, where an increase of 7:0 per 
ent, was reported a year ago. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, accounting for 
slightly more than 50 per cent. of the total value re- 
ported for July, rose by 3°86 per cent. The only 
decrease was one of 0:5 per cent. in Central and West 
End London. The rise was more marked in the Mid- 
lands and South Wales (5:4 per cent.) than elsewhere. 


Sales of other merchandise declined by 1:4 per cent, 
for the country as a whole; the fall was due to smaller 
sales in the two London areas, an increase being re- 
corded for each of the five provincial districts. The 
fall was substantial (8°5 per cent.) in Central and West 
End London, where sales in every category were below 
the level of July 1988. In the Suburban area the de- 
crease Was much smaller (2:0 per cent.), and apart 
from miscellaneous and unallocated goods each of the 
categories in this area also showed lower sales. In- 
creases in the Provinces ranged from 0°5 per cent. in 
the North-West to 2°4 per cent. in Scotland. For 
Great Britain as a whole a contraction in sales was 
evident in almost all the main categories of the table, 


the only inereases being 4°6 per cent. in miscellaneous ° 


and unallocated goods and 0:4 per cent. in fancy 
departments. Sales in the household division of piece- 
goods rose very slightly on the whole, but in the South 
of England, the North-West and the North-East the 
alvance exceeded 5 per cent. 


February-July.—Total sales for the first half of 
the trading year were 2:0 per cent. above those for the 
orresponding period of 1938, Sales declined by 5-9 
per cent. in Central and West End London, where 
the monthly comparisons with the previous year have 
now been less favourable than in other areas for a con- 
siderable time. Increases in the other six areas ranged 
‘rom 1:2 per cent. in Suburban London to 3°9 per cent. 
in the Midlands and South Wales. Food and perish- 
ables expanded by 2°6 per cent. and other merchandise 
by 1-2 per cent. The movement in the nine main cate- 
gories of the latter division varied from falls of 5:0 
and 4-9 per cent. for sports and travel goods and piece- 
goods, respectively, to a rise of 4:3 per cent. for mis- 
cellaneous and unallocated goods. 


Half-yearly (February-July) comparisons of sales 
movements in the two main geographical divisions, viz. 
London (i.e. the London postal area) and the rest of 
Great Britain, are shown for the principal categories 
in Table III on page 840. Sales for the half-year fell 
by 1:7 per cent. in London and rose by 3.2 per cent. 
in the rest of the country. The difference was greater 
than at the end of the first quarter, when the decrease 
in London amounted to 1:0 per cent. and the rise in 
the Provinces to 2‘9 per cent. The widening of the gap 
between the courses of sales in the two regions was 
shared by all the categories shown, with the exception 
of piece-goods and food and perishables. The London

half-yearly comparison was in every case less favour- 
able than the corresponding one for the Provinces.

Average daily sales expanded between June and 
July in every district except Scotland, the move- 
ment in the country as a whole being from 103 
to 107. Last year the corresponding change from 
month to month was slightiy downward, but the com- 
parison is affected by the incidence of the Whitsun holli- 
day which fell in May this year but in June in 1938. 
The fall in Scotland (116 to 107) was less marked than 
in the same months of 1938. The other districts all 
showed an upward tendency, pronounced in the North- 
West and in Central and West End London. The 
index for food and perishables, which fell by five points 
between June and July last year, rose this year by one 
point to 106. The upward movement was greatest in 
Central and West End London, where, however, this 
division of merchandise forms a smaller proportion of 
the total than elsewhere. The normal downward 
seasonal tendency in Scotland was again evident, sales 
falling from 112 to 103. Sales of other merchandise 
also rose in every district except Scotland, which is 
the normal expectation from the seven years’ records 
now available. Sales of apparel were on the same level 
in July as in June for Great Britain as a whole, but 
contracted considerably both in Scotland and in Subur- 
ban London, as has also happened in earlier years. The 
index for household goods moved sharply upwards, 
the rise for Great Britain being from 88 to 112; this 
again is mainly due to seasonal factors. 


STOCKS 


The value at cost of stocks at the end of July 1939 
was 01 per cent. higher than at the corresponding 
date in 1938. This fractional rise is mainly due to 
the larger stocks of provisions now held by retailers, 
the increase reported in the sub-category of grocery, 
provisions and bakery amounting to 15:3 per cent. 
Stocks were higher than a year ago in most parts of 
the country, the increase being greatest in the South 
of England (2:9 per cent.) and in Suburban London 
(2:3 per cent.). In the Central and West End area, 
however, and also in the North-West, decreases of 
3:1 per cent. and 1:4 per cent. respectively were 
recorded. Food and perishables, the total stocks of 
which expanded by 13°5 per cent., are subject to 
special influences at the present time. Other mer- 
chandise declined on the whole by 0°9 per cent., but 
nevertheless stocks were higher than a year ago in 
the main apparel categories—women’s wear, men’s 
and boys’ wear, and boots and shoes—and also in 
household piece-goods, sports and travel goods, and 
miscellaneous and unallocated goods. The largest de- 
clines were 5-7 per cent. for furnishing departments 
and 4:3 per cent. for hardware. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in the retail establishments furnishing this informa- 
tion was 1°6 per cent. greater at the end of July 1939 
than twelve months earlier, this increase being iden- 
tical with the corresponding one at the end of June. 
Total staffs increased in every district except Central 
and West End London, the rise being largest (3°7 per 
cent.) in the Midlands and South Wales. Selling staffs 
expanded by 1:4 per cent.; the Midlands and South 
Wales again showed the largest increase (5:3 per cent.) 
and Central and West End London the only decrease 
(1:0 per cent.). Juveniles in employment were fewer 
by 1°8 per cent., decreases being recorded in all districts 
except Scotland. The contraction was sharpest (6:2 
per cent.) in Suburban London.

BULGARIA 


ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL 
CONDITIONS 


Neither the economie crisis which became manifest 
in certain European countries in 1937, nor the 
European political events of the latter half of 1938 had 
produced, by the end of that year, any distressful re- 
percussion on economic life in Bulgaria,* writes the 
Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Sofia. 
The economic improvement, recorded in 1936 was in- 
tensified during 1937 and continued, although at a 
somewhat slower pace, throughout 1938. 


In the sphere of foreign trade conditions were de- 
cidedly in Bulgaria’s favour. Despite a falling off of 
27 per cent. in quantity the value of exports during 
1938 was higher than in 1937 by 11 per cent. Import 
trade, on the other hand, compared with 1937, showed 
an increase of close on 17 per cent. as regards quantity, 
while value was about 1 per cent, lower and the foreign 
trade account for 1938 closed with an appreciable 
balance in Bulgaria’s favour, almost 20 times greater 
than that shown for 1937. This achievement was 
greatly facilitated by Germany, whose purchases of 
3ulgarian produce, at good prices, during 1937 and 
1938, represented 59 per cent. and 47 per cent. respec- 
tively of the value of the whole export trade for those 


years. 


Agriculture, which is the country’s economic main- 
stay, enjoyed a really good year in 1937. The year 
1938 was, however, marred by a prolonged drought 
which wrought considerable havoe among the spring- 
grown crops, but the setback thus suffered was largely 
compensated by an almost prolific crop of winter- 
sown cereals. The maintenance of the system of defi- 
ciency payments to home wheat-growers resulted in an 
improvement in the purchasing power of the rural 
population in particular, 


Internal trade and industry have made relatively 
good progress.

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In the domain of publie finance also, the position has 
been satisfactory, since sufficient revenues have been 
forthcoming to counterbalance the stampede of ex- 
penditure, and both years closed with an appreciable 
budget surplus. The banking and credit position has 
strengthened, but the amount of capital available to 
trade and industry at reasonable interest rates is still 
inadequate and likely to remain so for some time to 
come. 


INTERNAL TRADE 


Several factors speak for the improvement which 
took place in the internal trade situation during 1937 
and 1938. Reacting to the stimulus provided by the 
good harvest of 1937, the volume of factory sales during 
that year increased by about 9 per cent. as compared 
with 1936, while the indices for 1938 show that the 
volume increased by a further 11} per cent. More- 
over, the quantity of goods of local origin carried by the 
railways was larger by 114 per cent, and 144 per cent. 
respectively for the two years. Further evidence of 
improved trade conditions is provided by the value of 
retail sales by rural and urban co-operative societies 
which shows an increase of 9 per cent. in 1937 and of 
12 per cent. in 1938. As regards general trade in Sofia, 
however, the position seems to have deteriorated some- 
what in 1938 as compared with 1937. 


Import TRADE 


The value of imports in 1938 was 4,934 million leva 
as compared with 4,985 million leva in 1987 and 3,181 
million leva in 1936. The volume was 382,364 tons as 
against 827,710 tons and 282,790 tons respectively. 
The average volume of imports, after rising by 35 per 
cent. in 1937, receded by 18 per cent. in 1938, a cheap- 
ening of international commodity prices thus being 
indicated. 


Export TRADE 


Taken on a basis of value per ton exported, which to 
a large extent indicates improvement in the level of 
prices realised, the average in 1937 was 6 per cent. 
higher than in 1936, while in 1988 it was 58 per cent.

WARNING BY BOARD OF TRADE 


PROHIBITION OF TRANSFER OR MORTGAGING 
OF BRITISH SHIPS AND OF TRANSFER 
OF PORT OF REGISTRY 


All persons concerned by way of ownership or mort- 
gage with any British ships are hereby notified that 
under the Defence Regulations, 1939, the sanction of 
the Board of Trade is now required for any transfer of 
a British ship, other than a ship registered in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, Eire, India or 
Burma, any transfer of any share in such ship, or any 
mortgage or transfer of mortgage in respect of such 
ship or share therein, whether to persons qualified or 
unqualified to own British ships in accordance with 
Section 1 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 


Any such transactions effected without the sanction 
of the Board of Trade are void, and the persons effect- 
ing or purporting to effect them are liable to heavy 
penalties. 


Persons desirous of carrying out any of the trans- 
actions specified above should apply to the Registrar of 
Shipping at the port where the ship is registered, and 
should furnish him with full information regarding the 
proposed transaction for submission by him to the 
3oard of Trade for their consideration. 


The approval of the Board of Trade must also be 
obtained (through the Registrar of Shipping concerned) 
before the registry of anv British ship registered in the 
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above 1937. The total value of exports last year was 
5,578 million leva as compared with 5,019 million leva 
in 1937, while the volume was 500,039 tons as against 
687,129 tons. The principal increases in exports last 
year were in raw tobacco, fresh grapes and fresh and 
dried plums, while the chief decreases were in wheat, 
skins and sunflower seed and oilcake. 


TRADE WITH THE UnitED KinGpom 


Improved world prices for cereals were reflected in 
the increase in Bulgarian exports to the United King. 
dom during 1937. These were valued at 695:1 million 
leva as compared with 453-7 million leva in 1936 and 
142 million leva in 1935, and of this figure exports of 
wheat, maize and barley, amounting to 352 million 
leva, represented just over 50 per cent. In 1938, how. 
ever, Bulgarian exports to the United Kingdom fell t 
267 million leva. 

Imports from the United Kingdom rose steadily in 
1937 to 232-7 million leva and in 1938 to 348°3 million 
leva compared with 145°9 million leva in 1936. In 
the early months of 1939, however, the effect of the 
serious dearth of foreign exchange, especially sterling 
arising from the diminution in Bulgaria’s exports to free 
currency countries, began to manifest itself, and 
imports from the United Kingdom in January ani 
February fell to 25 million leva and 12:7 million leva, 
as compared with 28°3 million leva and 34:3 million 
leva in the corresponding months of the year 1938 
Full statistical details of Anglo-Bulgarian trade during 
1938 and 1937 will be found in appendices to the 
teport. 


The quality—in most cases—of United Kingdon 
manufactures is still appreciated on the Bulgarian 
market, but the Bulgarian consumer, as well as the 
Bulgarian importer, is not free to exercise his prefer- 
ences, in view of the existing system of import control 
and the foreign exchange difficulties of the Nationa! 
3ank. Any substantial increase in the volume of 
United Kingdom sales in Bulgaria now clearly depends 
on an expansion in exports from Bulgaria to the United 
Kingdom.

event of war. By a _ notice published in the 
“ Gazette ’’ of 24 August the Board of Trade have 
designated as the persons authorised to receive appli- 
cations for registration on their behalf the principal fire 
insurance companies and Lloyd’s. Under the provi- 
sions of the Act, a person who has registered in respect 
of his goods will be deemed to be covered as from the 
date of the outbreak of war subject to his paying the 
premium which would then be prescribed. 

Traders desiring to avail themselves of the facilities 
provided by the scheme should make application 
without delay to the insurer with whom they are prin- 
cipally insured against ordinary fire risks. 

A list of the persons authorised by the Board of 
Trade to receive applications for registration on their 
behalf is appended.

OVERSEA TRADE IN MAY 

The Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, has 
recently issued its monthly Abstract of Statistics, which 
shows that merchandise exports for the month of May were 
valued at £6,63 prise a particularly high figure for a May 
month, being £1,704,937 above the total for April and 
£366,490 above the May 1938 figure. The increased value 
as compared with April is mainly accounted for by in- 
creases in the quantities of butter and cheese, all frozen 
meats and apples. The items largely responsible forthe 
advance over May 1938 are butter and apples, the other 
main items showing totals somewhat less than in the corre- 
sponding month of last year. 


The value of imports for May, £5,337,893, is the highest 
monthly figure recorded since January 1938, when the total 
was £5,584,2357. Compared with April 1939, the May figure 
shows an increase of £1,560,265, and it is also £1,154,110 


in excess of the recorded value for May 1938. The excess 
of exports over imperts for the month, £1,300,139, com- 
pares with an excess of £1,555,467 in April and. of 
£2,087 ,759 for May 1938. 
TRADE, JANUARY-May 
For the first five months of the current calendar year 


exports were valued at £31,636,838, as against £31,393,415 
for the corresponding period of 1938, a rise of £243,423. 
Imports for the five months ended 31 May last were valued 
at £22,989,189, a decrease of £537,000 below the total for 
the period January-May 1938, but an increase of £1,222,371 
over the value for that period of 1937. The excess of ex- 
ports over imports for the first five months of each of the

SYRIA AND LEBANON—JAPAN 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded particulars 
of a Commercial Agreement, which was initialled on 
26 July by France (on behalf of Syria and Lebanon) and 
Japan and entered into force provisionally on 29 July, 
pending the formal — and exchange of notes 
which are to take place later. The new agreement, w hich 
replaces the previous Agreement of 29 July 1936, is valid 
as from 29 July and may be prolonged for 

subject to six months’ notice of denuncia- 


for one year 
further periods 
tion. 

Under the terms of the Agreement Japan undertakes to 
purchase from Syria and Lebanon 20 per cent. of the c.i.f. 
value of the goods she sends to these States. These pur- 
chases will be principally cotton, wool, olive oil, skins and 
gall nuts. Japanese goods can only be exported to Syria and 
Lebanon under licences issued by the respective exporters’ 
associations designated by the Japanese Government. The 
tax of 3 per cent. of the c.i.f. price of Japanese exports 
to Syria, which, under the former Agreement, formed a 
fund for the purchase by Japan of Syrian products, has 
been abolished, 

An Exchange of Notes attached to the Agreement pro- 
vides that Japanese goods will receive most-favoured-nation 
treatment in Syria and Lebanon, and Syrian and Lebanese 
goods will receive similar treatment in Japan. An ex- 
ception to this treatment is made in respect of the special 
advantages which Syria and Lebanon accord to goods of 
neighbouring States.

DRAWBACK UNDER SECTION 9 OF THE 
FINANCE ACT, 1982 LINSEED AND 


LINSEED OIL 


l. By Section 8 of the Finance Act, 1939, and the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (Nos. 3 and 4) Orders, 1939, the draw- 
back schemes in respect of linseed and linseed oil have been 
amended as follows: 

(a) drawback ceases to be allowable in respect of 
linseed in the case of all goods except linseed oil not 
mixed with any substance other than driers; 

(b) the rate of drawback in respect of linseed used in 
the manufacture of linseed oil exported or shipped as 
stores is reduced to 20s. 6d, per ton; and 

(c) the quantities of linseed oil on which drawback is 
allowable in the case of goods included in Scheme IV 
(i.e. linoleum, etc.) have been revised. 

These changes come into operation in respect of goods of 
the classes in question which are exported or shipped as 
stores on or after 15 August 1939. The scope of the draw- 
back schemes, as amended, is summarised in the annexed 
Schedule. 


2. Drawback is allowable on the exportation or shipment 


as stores, on or after 15 August 1939, of the goods specified 
in column 1 of the annexed Schedule, in respect of the 
following materials (as shown in column 2 of the Schedule), 
if imported on or after 22 May 1933, and used in the manu- 
facture of the specified goods in the United Kingdom, viz: 


Linseed on which duty has been charged under 


Section 1 of the Ottawa Agreements Act, 1932 
(Scheme I), and 

Linseed oil on which duty has been charged under 
Section 1 of the Ottawa Agreements Act, 1932, and 


Part I of the Import Duties Act, 1932, or under either 
of those enactments (Schemes II and IV). 


The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid) 
and to the terms of the relative schemes, which either (a) 
specify the average quantities of materials used by manu- 
facturers generally in the manufacture of the exported 
goods, or (bh) provide for the allowance of drawback in 
respect of the quantity of such material actually contained 
in the exported goods (see column 3 of the Sche -dule).

DENMARK 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Copen- 
hagen reports that as from 25 August the exportation of 
fodder from Denmark is prohibited. A Decree of 26 August 
also prohibits the exportation of rye, wheat, barley, oats 
and maize, whether ground or unground. 

The Danish authorities have further decided that the

Plants and parts of 
plants, fruit, ete., for medicinal use. Coal, including 


carbon, coke, briquettes and peat, as well as breeze thereot. 
Salt. Ammonia and salts of ammonia. Acetone. Ethy!] 
alcohol (spirits). Hydrate of potash. Hydrate of soda, 
potash, soda, Potassium hydro oxide and sodium hydrate 
oxide. Sodium carbonate, potassium carbonate. Plaster, 
raw and burnt. Raw and burnt sulphur pyrites. Aluminium. 
Aluminium hydrogen. Chromium. Manganese. Nickel. 
Titaninm. Wolfram, Vanadine. Ferro-molybdenum. Ferro- 
silicon. Ferro-silicon-manganese. Ferro-silicon-manganese- 
aluminium. Jron and other base metals in bars, blocks, 
Jumps, grains, sheets, rods, etc. (raw metals), as well as 
iron and metal waste. Girders, sheets, rods, tubes and raw 
rolled wire of iron or other base metals.

Instruments and apparatus for medicinal and surgical 
use. Doctors’ thermometers, X-ray apparatus and parts 
and accessories to such instruments and apparatus, e.g. 
X-ray film and film for electro-cardigrams, X-ray paper, 
etc. Glassware and porcelain for hospital and laboratory 
use. Rubber goods for medicinal and surgical use. Hos- 
pital equipment. Arc lamp carbon. All kinds of gas masks 
and other objects which can be used for the aid of the civil 
population for protection against air attack. 


The Commercial Secretary further reports that as from 
28 August the export from Denmark of the following goods 
has been prohibited: —All kinds of yarns and threads, 
varnishes and lacquers, all dyes and colours, zine white, 
all tanning materials, wire, cable, fish oils, animal fats, 
tallow for technical use, vegetable oils and fats, coffee, tea, 
spices, rice, dried fruits and macaroni.

MODIFICATION OF OPEN GENERAL 
EXPORT LICENCE No. G.L. 168 


The following is the text of a Board of Trade order given 
to-day which modifies, until further notice, the scope of the 
Open General Export Licence No. G.L. 168 (which permits 
the export from the United Kingdom to any destination of 
civil aircraft or aircraft engines) :— 

‘‘The Board of Trade in pursuance of Condition (iii) 
of the Open General Export Licence No. G.L. 168 (dated 
14 July 1937) hereby order that that Licence is hereby 
suspended except in respect of :— 

(i) any aircraft registered outside the United King- 

dom; or 

(ii) any aircraft clearing from Croydon, Heston or 

Southampton Water and engaged in the opera- 
tion of a regular line or service of public air 
transport or in the performance of flight autho- 
rised by the local Air Ministry Control Officer. 

By Order of the Board of Trade. 

Dated this twenty-ninth day of August 1939.

An Assistant Secretary 
of the Board of Trade.” 

The effect of this Order is that until further notice no 
aircraft engines and no aircraft registered in the United 
Kingdom (except aircraft clearing from Croydon, Heston 
or Southampton Water either on air-line services or for 
specially authorised flights) may be shipped or flown from 
the United Kingdom to any oversea destination without a 
specific Export Licence granted by the Board of Trade. 
Such licence will not normally be granted except on the 
recommendation of the Air Ministry, and all applications 
should be addressed in the first instance to the Under- 
Secretary of State for Air, Air Ministry (Section S.8(b) ), 
Berkeley Square House, London, W.1.

BRITISH STANDARD A.R.P. SPECIFICATIONS 
SHOP LIGHTING IN WAR TIME 


A simple structure (painted dead black) enabling 
shopkeepers to keep their premises open during all 
emergencies, and complying with Government Regula- 
tions regarding artificial lighting, has been standardised 
by the British Standards Institution on the authority 
of the Home Office.

ELECTRIC HAND LAMPS FOR AIR RAID 
PRECAUTIONS 


The third specification in the series of A.R.P. British 
Standard Specifications has just been published. This 
specification (BS/ARP 3) is for electric hand lamps 
(fitted with primary battery or unspillable accumu- 
lator) and was prepared at the request of the Air Raid 
Precautions Department of the Home Office. 

The specification relates to the design and construc- 
tion of electric hand lamps for general use out-of-doors 
or in buildings in which the windows, roof lights, ete., 
are not screened. It will be obvious that the ordinary 
torch type of hand-lamp would not be suitable for use 
in such conditions, as no means are provided for pre- 
venting the light rays being directed upwards. The 
specification which has just been issued requires that 
the design of the hand-lamp shall be such that the 
light emitted is properly directed and screened.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING OF PUBLIC SHELTERS 


So many technical problems have arisen, and are 
still arising, in connection with Air Raid Precautions 
work that if duplication of effort is to be avoided some 
measure of standardisation is essential. With this in 
view the A.R.P. Department of the Home Office has 
requested the British Standards Institution to prepare 
and issue as quickly as possible a number of standard 
specifications for A.R.P. materials and works. Speci- 
fications have already been issued for aggregates for 
concrete shelters, bituminous paint and electric hand 
lamps, and these are proving of considerable assistance 
to Local Authorities and industrial concerns respon- 
sible for A.R.P. work. 

The latest specifications to be issued are concerned 
with lighting problems, and in particular with the 
lighting of A.R.P. shelters. Two cases need to be con- 
sidered in this connection, namely shelters which can be 
lighted from public electric mains and shelters situated 
where no mains are available. Even where mains are 
available, it is, of course, necessary to make provision 
for emergency lighting in the event of a failure of the 
mains supply. To meet these cases two specifications 
have been issued, and these are intended to apply to 
shelters made for the accommodation of 50 persons. 
By suitable duplication of the equipment provision can 
be made for the lighting of larger shelters, but it is 
understood that a separate specification for the lighting 
of shelters for 250 persons will shortly be available. 

By using these specifications it will be possible to 
provide an adequate amount of light with due regard 
to economy both from the point of view of initial cost 
and maintenance. 


Outdoor Illumination.—In cettain circumstances it 
may be necessary for external lighting to be used, even 
during an air raid, to enable essential work to be 
carried on. This lighting must obviously be of low 
intensity and must be restricted as regards direction. 
Special fittings for both gas and electric lighting have 
been designed, and a specification for them has been 
issued, this being based on experiments carried out by

the Illuminating Engineering Society in collaboration 
with the Home Office A.R.P. Department. 


Light Locks for Shop Entrances.—Last Sunday a 
statement was issued by the Lord Privy Seal’s Office, 
and was broadcast by the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, impressing on all shopkeepers the necessity 
of taking steps to secure that internal lighting can at 
once in case of need be made invisible from outside. 
This problem has been worked out in detail, and a 
standard specification for light locks for shop entrances 
ig now available. These light locks can easily be 
erected, even in the smallest premises, and enable 
customers to enter and leave the shop without the risk 
of thereby allowing light to pass out from the inside of 
the shop to the street. The specification lays down 
the general construction and requirements and gives 
sketches of several typical examples suitable for shops 
of various sizes and shapes. 

The British Standards Institution, 28, Victoria 
Street, London, 8.W.1, in issuing these specifications 
is enlisting the active co-operation of all sections of 
industry directly concerned.

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war.

change restrictions in the country of the buyer, 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con. 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be government, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
